the man, in great embarrassment, 
turned to the man of God, who 
said: “Where fell it? And he show- 
ed him the place. And he cut 
down a stick, and cast it in thith- 
er; and the iron did swim.” 

This illustration is one of the 
miracles of Elisha. There is a 
very sharp contrast between the 
miracles of Elisha and those of 
Elijah. Elijah seemed always to 
do great things, Elisha the com- 
monplace, everyday things. Elisha 
and Elijah walk along together. 
They come to Bethel to Gilgal, to 
the fords of Jordan, and Elijah 
turns to Elisha, saying, ‘‘Better 
tarry here, for the Lord will take 
me away from you,” and he would 
not. And the sons of prophets 
came out and said, “Elisha, better 
tarry here, for the Lord will ‘take 
away your master.” And he said, 
“As the Lord liveth and as thy 
soul liveth, I will not leave thee.” 

And Elijah, looking upon him, 
said, “Elisha, what will you have 
me give unto thee?’’ 

And he said, “O master, a double 
portion of thy spirit.” 

And Elijah said, “You have ask- 
ed a hard thing, but if you keep 
your eyes fixed upon me you shall 
have it.” 

They came to the Jordan, and 
Elijah took off his old mantle and 
smote the waters, and, dry-shod, 
they went over on tto the other 
side. Suddenly the skies bright- 
ened and a chariot of fire and 
steeds of fire appeared. Then the 
whirlwind was on and Elijah was 
caught up by the whirlind and 
Elisha, overpowered for the mo- 
ment, stood looking at him. Then, 
stretching forth his hands, I im- 
agine I hear him shout, “My fa- 
ther, my father. The chariot of 
Israel and the horsemen thereof.” 
And Elijah took his old mantle, 
leaned out from the whirlwind, 
held it for a second, and then 
dropped it. It came fluttering 
down through the air until it was 
upon the shoulders of Elisha. And 
he was ready. And note this, he 
did not take the master’s mantle 
and wrap it around him and Say, 
“Isn’t this comfortable?” 

Many a man has received the 
Holy Ghost for power and lost 
Him, because of this spirit. Eli- 
sha did not wrap his master’s man-

Are You Burdened for Revival? 
Interested in Soul Winning?

“T Will shew thee my faith by my works.”’—James 2:18. 

Christians ought to make their faith and their profession 
match. That is the point of that wonderful passage of Scrip- 
ture in James 2:15-20: “If a brother or sister be naked, and 
destitute of daily food, And one of you say unto them, Depart 
wn peace, be ye warmed and filled; notwithstanding ye give 
them not those things which are needful to the body; what 
doth it profit? Even so faith, if it hath not works, is dead, 
being alone. Yea, a man may say. Thou hast faith, and I have 
works: shew me thy faith without thy works, and I will 
shew thee my faith by my works. Thou believest that there 
ws one God; thou doest well: the devils also believe, and 
tremble. But wilt thou know, O vain man, that faith without 
works is dead?” 


One of the first requirements 
of a sincere Christian is that he 
is to practice what he preaches, 
He is to walk the same as he 
talks. As far as any practical re- 
sult is concerned, faith without 
works is dead. 


The broken-hearted Saviour said 
of the Israelite leaders, “. . . do 
not ye after their works: for they 
say, and do not” (Matt. 23:3). He 
said, “Well hath Esaias~ prophe- 
sied of you hypocrites, as it is 
written, This people honoureth me 
with their lips, but their heart is 
far from me” (Mark 7:6). Let us 
take to heart the earnest exhor- 
tation of James 1:22, ‘““Be ye doers 
of the word, and not hearers only, 
deceiving your own selves.” 


In a revival service not long 
ago hundreds of Christians held 
their hands to say, “I would be 
glad to do anything possible to 
encourage some sinner to come to 
Christ. I would gladly walk down 
the aisle with him to make it 
easier, I would encourage him 
with a hand on his arm. I would 
tell him that God had saved me 
and would save him also.” But 
when the invitation continued, on- 
ly one or two reluctantly moved 
to encourage the many lost peo-

ple to come to Christ. These peo- 
Dle said, but they did not. They 
had faith without works. Their 
preaching and their practice did 
not match. Their walk did not 
measure up to their talk.

Family Worship 
By Evangelist John R. Rice 


(Twelfth in the series of radio messages on the Home) 


There are several Scriptures I would like to call to your 
mind. One is the story of Noah and his family, when Noah 
came out of the ark, as recorded in, Genesis 8:20-21. “And 
Noah builded an altar unto the Lord; and took of every clean 
beast, and of every clean fowl, and offered burnt offerings 
on the altar. And the Lord smelled a sweet savour.” Notice, 
there was nobody else here but Noah and his wife, his three 
sons and their wives. And these eight gathered around, no 


doubt in a family worship. 


Several cases like this are men- 
tioned in the Bible. For example, 
there isthe story of Abraham and 
Isaac, It is an incidental picture. 
The Bible tells us how God said, 
‘Abraham, take thy son, thine 
only son Isaac, whom thou lovest, 
and offer him for a sacrifice on 
Mt. Moriah,’ It was three days 
journey away, so Abraham took 
the boy, a couple of servants, and 
a donkey. Then he left the serv- 
ants and the donkey, took the 
wood and put it on the boy’s back, 
then they went up on the moun- 
tain for the sacrifice. Listen to 
this story in Genesis 22:6-8. 

“And Abraham took the wood 
of the burnt offering, and laid it 
upon Isaac his son; and he took 
the fire in his hand, and a knife; 
and they went both of them to- 
gether. And Isaac spake unto 
Abraham his father, and said, My 
father: and he said, Here am TI, 
my son. And he said, Behold the 
fire and the wood: but where is the 
lamb for a-.burnt offering? And 
Abraham said, My son, God will 
provide himself a lamb for a 
burnt offering: so they went both 
of them together.” 

Here is a striking and beautiful 
thing, Abraham is going to have a 
sacrifice. I think ‘the boy Isaac 
doesn’t now know that he is to be 
that sacrifice. You know how God 
stopped that hand of Abraham’s. 
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You know how God said, ‘Don’t do 
it, Abraham. I see that you love 
me. Don’t strike the boy. Let him 
up.’ And God provided a little 
ram with his horns caught in the 
bushes, But I say, Isaac knew all 
about family worship. He said, 
‘Here’s the wood; We always have 
wood for a sacrifice every day. It 
takes wood to make a fire, Here’s 
the fire.’ They had no matches, so 
I guess they had carried ‘the coals 
of fire in a copper pot or in a 
clay pitcher and kept it burning 
these three days’ journey. He says, 
‘Here’s the fire.’ He said, ‘Here 
We have the fire, we have the 
wood, We have the knife, but we 
don’t have a sacrifice. Where’s 
the lamb? You always have to 
have a lamb when you have an 
altar of sacrifice.’ 

I think Abraham said with a 
choke in his voice and a broken 
heart—‘‘My son, God will provide 
a lamb for the sacrifice.’’ But the 
boy knew about family worship. 
Abraham had worshiped with his 
family, no doubt, many, many 
times. 

Another case like’ that in the 
Bible is found in Genesis 35:1-3, 
Where Jacob is commanded: 

“And God said unto Jacob, Arise 
and go up to Beth-el, and dwell 
there: and make there an altar 
unto God, ‘that appeared unto 
thee when thou fleddest from the 
face of Esau thy brother. Then 
Jacob said unto his household, 
and to all that were with him, 
Put away the strange gods that 
are among you, and be clean, and 
change your garments: And let 
us arise, and go up to Beth-el; 
and I will make there an altar 
unto God, who answered me in 
the day of my distress, and was 
with me in the way which I went.” 

And so the whole family put 
away their idol gods, took ‘their 
baths and put on clean clothes 
and the whole family went to- 


gether up to Beth-el. There Jacob 
made an altar. You see, there 
was a family worship. 

Oh, how many who hear me 
today have worship in 'the home! 
I’m not just talking about return- 
ing thanks at the table. I hope 
you do ‘that, How poor would be 
a home where you eat like hogs, 
with no thanks to God, I have 
sometimes been embarrassed to go 
into a home where they claim 
to be Christians, but where they 
would sit down at the table. and 
eat like a hog with both front feet 
in the trough and never look up to 
see whence their blessing came, 
never thank the God who made 
them, the God who provided all 
good things, for every good/ and 
perfect gift is from above.’ Oh, 
what ingratitude! Oh, what beast- 
liness to eat without thanking 
God! Are you like that in your 
home? 

But that isn’t enough. What 
about family worship, the kind of 
worship where everybody takes 
part, where there is the reading 
of the Word of God and where 
there is prayer by those who are 
Christians in the home? I 


should think that every home 
ought to set aside one portion of 
time when all together would 
read the Bible and when there 
would be prayer together, at least 
by those who are Christians in 
the home. In our case, we. read 
one whole chapter of the Bible; if 
the chapter is short, We some- 
times read two chapters. We read 
right on, chapter after chapter, 
every morning. When we get our 
Bibles together, we know just 
where to begin. We read one chap- 
ter or two. Then we take time 
to pray. I believe that every home 
ought to have at least one time 
in. the day when a few mirutes 
are given to the Word of God and 
prayer together as a unit, as a 
family. 

If there is any reason for people 
getting together in church, there 
is an equal reason, or a better 
reason, for the whole family get- 
ting together. 

Some one says, “Oh, but I read 
my Bible in private.” I’m glad you 
do. You still go to church on Sun- 
day, don’t you? There is a need 
for people to unite in prayer and 
unite around the Word. And chil-

The man with the 
axe-handle in his hand could have 
gone on, apparently chopping 
wood. He could have raised the 
axe-handle and brought it down, 
and the man fifty feet away would 
not have known that he was work- 
ing without an axe-head. But I 
was raised in the country, and I 
know that it is a good deal more 
difficult to swing an axe-handle 
with out a head, than to swing one

Who are the people that are do- 
ing this? First some of us who are 
ministers. There was a day when 
God spoke through our ministry. 
There was a day when, rising to 
plead, there was a passion in our 
words. There was a day when, as 
we proclaimed Jesus, men and wo- 
men: flocked to the mercy seat. 
There was a day when, as we 
preached we could see Him, and 
people knew that we saw Him. 
Now we preach the same sermons, 
we use the same _ illustrations, 
we use the same methods, and 
there is no power. And there are 
church officers, who, in times gone 
oy, testified for Jesus Christ in 
their homes. They had a family 
altar. They spoke the name of 
their children in their petitions. 
They went to church, and as ‘they 
rose to speak, everybody gave 
them the closest attention. And 
today the altar is gone, and power 
is gone with it, and they have not 
been at the church nor at the 
prayer meeting for a month, and 
they have no power. There are 
Christian people today whose 
experience in other days could best 
be told in ‘the words of the hymn, 
“QO thhappy day that fixed my 

«<hoice.” And if there is any other 
hymn that could write their his- 
tory, it is this one: 


“Were the whole realm of nature 
mine, 
That were a present far too 
small. 
Love so amazing, so divine, 
Demands my life, my soul, my 
all.” 


You are without power ‘today. 
You are not a soul winner. You 
have lost your influence over your 
husband. You have lost your in- 
fluence on your children, you have 
lost your influence in the church 
and in the city. The axe-head is 
gone. No power. What is the axe- 
head? Well, I should say the axe- 
head may be the conscious pre- 
sence of Christ, tthe indwelling of 
the Holy Spirit of God, the Word 
of God burning in your life and 
ringing in your message. And you 
have lost it. 

The searching part of the text 
is this: Where fell it? What if 
the man who had lost the axe-head 
had said to the man of God, “I 
do not know where it fell. Down 
here, possibly. Maybe yonder.” I 
think the man of God would have 
said, “When you find where it fell, 
come and tell me.” And the man 
of God said, ‘Where fell it? And 
he showed him the place.” 


There is the lesson for you. You 
know the place where you lost 
power. No minister is required to 
tell you. No evangelist need tell | 
you. You know the place. You lost 
it When you neglected the Bible. 
You lost it when you crowded 
prayer into a corner. You lost it 
when you did not confess your 
sin. You lost it when you neglected 
the church. You lost it when you 
were in league with the world. You 
lost it at the card table. You lost 
it at the dance. You know where 
you lost it.

through. That suggests its  tre- 
mendous amplitude. Ancient Baby- 
lon had one hundred gates; they 
needed them because it was a city 
of one hundred twenty furlongs. 
Thebes, the ancient Egyptian city, 
had one hundred gates. While this 
City has only twelve gates, we 
read that it was much larger than 
the City of Babylon, for the new 
Jerusalem is fifteen hundred miles 
square. It is almost beyond human 
imagination to conceive the length, 
breadth and height of that great 
City of God. It was beyond the 
imagination of man like Augustine 
when in his great work, De Civi- 
tate Dei, the Celestial City, he 
was unable to compute its size and 
magnitude. 

There is no stint or parsimony 
on the part of God when it comes 
to any work of creation. When He 
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makes stars, He makes them in- 
numerable; when He fashions the 
jewels in the heart of the earth, 
He makes their supply inexhaus- 
tible; when He lays the deposits 
of coal in the earth, He deposits 
them in veins and stratas, im- 
measurable and incalculable; when 
God creates angels, He creates 
them by myriads and myriads, ten 
thousands upon ten. thousands; 
when He creates the human race, 
He begins with a single pair but 
He gives to them such power of 
multiplication that they too can 
hardly be numbered A city the 
building of which engages all the 
powers of God’s recreative genius 
must be a city of stupendous size 
if it needs twelve different en- 
trances that its people might have 
access to it. 


And such a City ought to sug- 
gest to us the proportions of the 
Father’s love. Nobody has ever 
measured the love of God. Paul 
longed that his readers might 
know the breadth and length, and 
depth and height of the love of 
God. And when John wants to give 
some kind of measurement by 
which to compute that love he 
Says, “For God so loved the world 
that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in 
him should not perish, but have 
everlasting life.” But if you want

Multiformity of the City of God 

Its multiformity matches our 
human diversity. You notice that 
each side has three gates. This 
suggests the multiplicity of Christ 
Jesus Himself which guarantees 
to us that every type of sinner can 
find his way in by one of these 
twelve gates. I read some com- 
mentator who was quite sure that 
Martin Luther went in by the 
third gate and Bishop Cranmer 
went in by the twelfth gate. I do 
not know how he figured it out 
but we may be certain that there 
cannot be a sinner who has fallen 
so low or whose malady is so pe- 
culiar that he can lay before God 
as his reason for being lost that 
his strange case makes it impossi- 
ble for him to find one among 
these twelve gates through which 
he can enter into the City of God. 

We rejoice at this multiformity 
for there are various motives that 
impel us to come to the Cross of 
Jesus Christ. “The Spirit of the 
Lord is upon me, because he hath 
anointed me to preach the gospel 
to the poor; he hath sent me to 
heal the broken-hearted, to preach 
deliverance to the captives, and re- 
covering of sight to the blind, to 
set at liberty them that are 
bruised, To preach the acceptable 
year of the Lord” (Luke 4:18, 19). 
Our Saviour is a many-sided Re- 
deemer. Some of us were first 
drawn to Jesus perhaps because of 
sickness, others because of poverty, 
still others because of temptation 
and defeat. Perhaps it was some 
other condition. 

One comes to Christ impelled by 
a sense of duty. He has_ been 
trained in a Christian home, and 
he has been told all his life by 
his father and mother that the 
Christian life alone is worth while. 
He has a sense of Christanity’s 
high principles and lofty ideals. He 
is aware that the standards of oth- 
er religions and schools of thought 
cannot be compared at all with the 
stable concepts of Christianity. He 
hears the challenge to follow the 
gleam, to take up the Holy Grail. 
He responds, 


“IT would be true, for there are 
those who trust me; 
I would be pure, for_there are 
those who core;

I would be brave, for there is 
much to dare.” 


From his sense of duty he gets 
his first glimpse of the Lord Jesus 
Christ in all His purity and per- 
fection and he says, “I will follow.” 


“A still small voice in childhood, 
A beckoning hand in youth 

An impulse prompting justice 

A heart inclined to truth; 

A firm resolve to follow 

The path where saints have trod 
Some of us call it conscience 
And others call it—God.” 


Here is someone else who comes 
to Christ driven by sorrow. This 
world is full of people who never 
once give a thought to Heaven and 
eternity and God and the Cross 
until some little darling is taken 
out of the home. Then they begin 
to think, and think hard, and they 
go weeping to Calvary driven by 
one motive—a broken heart. It 
is not sorrow for their sins first 
of all. It is sorrow for a lost loved 
one and the hope that she may be 
reclaimed in the great City beyond. 
As they think of it they begin to 
look at themselves and see the 
blackness of their own sins. They 
can not possibly go into the Ce- 
lestial City unless they first go 
to Calvary’s old humbling ground 
and plunge into the fountain open- 
ed for uncleanness. There is a gate 
that swings open for such in the 
Heavenly City. 

Then there are some whose frus- 
trations in life drive them to the 
Lord Jesus. Out of these frus- 
trations comes a sense of empti- 
ness and a longing 


“Like tides on a crescent sea beat 
When the moon is new and thin, 
Into our hearts high longings 
Come welling and surging in, 
Come from the mystic ocean 
Whose rim no foot has trod— 
Some of us call it longing, 
And others call it—God.” 


Oh the multiple appeal the 
Holy Spirit has to the human heart 
and when that appeal has been 
made, Jesus Christ is not simply 
one door, He is many doors into 
the Kingdom, able to meet every 
human diversity. The Twelve Gates 
suggest to us the multiplicity of 
Christ, 

But I believe He is also a multi- 
ple Christ in that He respects 
every diversity. There are some 
people today who are sure that 
we should not have any denomi- 
nations. I am not quite so sure 
about that. “Many folds but one 
flock.” We have one Shepherd, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, but this side of 
the grave He keeps us in many dif- 
ferent folds. And that corresponds 
to the heavenly City which has 
one House but many mansions, 
many dwelling places in the one 
Father’s House, twelve gates by 
which we may enter into the City. 
Our human diversity is met by the 
great multiformity of this City of 
God. 

And these gates are also a 
symbol of the: many satisfactions 
of that Great City—one satisfac- 
tion for this type and another 
satisfaction for that type.

Acessibility of the City of God 

Our text says the gates are open 
day and night.

One of them 
mixes metaphors, gospel and 
prophecy and says these gates are 
going to be shut at a certain time 
never to be opened again. This pas- 
sage of Scripture says that they 
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are never closed day or night. One 
commentator suggests that the 
walls were meant to separate and 
exclude; hence, certain Saints will | 
get inside the City but the rest 
will live outside in the fields.

through those open gates into the 
City. The gospel, however does not 
tell us that there will be one class 
of saints inside the City and an- 
other class outside in the suburbs.

There is a gate through which 
all of us must at some time pass— 
the exit out into the Great Beyond 
called “Death.” When Livingstone 
was so feeble that his black ser- 


vants had to wait on him, they 
came to his tent one day and found 
him beside his cot, beside a little 
camp chair on his knees. He had 
before him a map_of Africa that 
he himself had drawn. This: great 
missionary-explorer was the only 
one who knew the African interior 
well enough to draw a map of it in 
those days. Tears had fallen on 
that map. When his companions 
first looked in, they said, ‘The 
Master is praying. Let- us not dis- 
turb him.” They came back after 
a half hour and he was exactly in 
the same posture, still praying, so 
they went away. Returning again 
and noticing he was still in the 


same position, the men drew near 
and found that he was no longer 
praying—he was praising. On his 
knees with his tear-stained map of 
Africa before him, David Living- 
stone, while praying that the hosts 
of Africa might follow him along 
the trail he blazed through the 
gates of the City of God, had him- 
self passed out through the exit 
of death and through “his” gate 
into the Heavenly City. 

Just as sure as you are living 
—YOU—will go out through the 
exit of “Death” into eternity. Will 
one of the twelve gates be stand- 
ing open for YOU to enter into the 
City of God?
